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DETAILED ACTION 

An amendment was received with a Petition to Revive on June 11, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fox et al (US 3,837,653). 

Fox et al discloses a golf ball tray comprised of a base 15 which has an area 16 
to hold golf balls and an area for form fitted indicia 22 which is attached by rope or laces 
ties through holes 39. Indicia are removable by removing the rope or laces from holes 
39. The indicia can be advertising or instructional in nature and is easily visible to a user 
standing over the tray as can be seen by the angle the device is set at, as shown in 
figures 5 and 7. The indicia may also be the device can be folded so as to allow for the 
securing of golf balls and equipment, as shown in figure 4. Figure 4 also shows that the 
golf club 70 is collapsible and stored in the tray. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fox et al 
in view of Hugunin (US 5,01 1 ,1 52). 

Fox et al discloses the golf ball tray as disclosed above. However Fox et al does 
not disclose the use of holes in the tray for drainage. Hugunin discloses a golf ball try 
having holes 76 at one end to allow air to flow through. The holes of Hugunin are used 
to blow air through from the bottom to raise the temperature of the golf balls. The 
Examiner has interpreted that the holes would also allow for water or other small debris 
to pass through the holes from the tray. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to have applied holes, like that of Hugunin, to a tray like that of Fox et al 
as a means of drainage for the tray. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fox et al. 
Fox et al discloses the golf ball tray as disclosed above. However Fox et al does not 
disclose the indicia panel to convey information about the user's golf game. It is well 
known in the art that indicia devices at golf courses and practice ranges will show 
information about the golf game. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to have included information about the user's golf game such as advice on club 
selection or a distance to a hole to make a device, like that of Fox et al, more realistic to 
a true golf game.
